HOW HIGH CAN IT GET—That is what little Miss 
Patty Lyons. 5-year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R. N. 
Lyons, 516 North Jefferson, wonders as she looks into 
an 82-inch tall Amorphophallus plant at the J. R. Mc- 
Daniel home, 616 East Morgan street. The Amorpho- 
phallus, known by many names such as African Lily and 
Devils Tongue, was given to Mrs. McDaniel five years 
ago. It is a plant that blooms in the winter without the 
aid of soil or water, just growing from a bulb. This mem- 
ber of the Arum family that is deep maroon in color- 
boasts of a rapid four-week growing period, and grows 
larger each year. This year the bulb is 28 inches in cir- 
cumference and has a bloom that is 35 inches tall. The 
plant serves a double purpose, for in the spring of the 
year it is planted in the garden and during the summer 
brings forth large green spotted leaves that resemble 


palm leaves. This is called the Leopard's Palm.

Excise Taxes Should Be Reviewed 


During World War II Congress imposed a broad range 


of electee taxes on the nation's economy. Some of these were 
designed to bring in more revenue, but others aimed primar- 
ily at cutting consumption of civilian goods. 


Luxuries like jewelry, leather goods and cosmetics were 


a big target. But necessities were not exempted. For exam- 
ple, excises on railroad freight brought in $337,000,000 in 
one year, on passenger traffic $251,000,000, on telephone and 
telegraph business $535,000,000. 


All these and many more were labeled wartime taxes but 


they are still with us four years after the end of the war. 


Republicans in congress have been clamoring for their 


removal for a long time. Gradually numerous Democrats 
joined the chorus, and now Sen. Scott W. Lucas, the senate 
Democratic leader, has spoken as if he were sympathetic 
toward this objective. 


Lucas noted a "tremendous sentiment in congress and in 


the country" for knocking out the wartime levies. He 
thought such action might be a good stimulant for business, 
but that the lawmakers would have to turn up some other 
revenue sources to make up the loss. 


Lucas made plain, however, that he has not consulted 


with President Truman. The president seldom overlooks a 
chanoe to call for higher taxes to close the widening gap be- 
tween income and outgo; so it is highly improbable that he 
wffl endorse removal of the excise taxes now. 


That does not mean nothing will be done. With elec- 


tions coming up next fall, the 1950 session of congress is cer- 
tain to be tax-conscious. If it could make a showing by re- 
moving irksome levies and hiking others less noticeable to the 
public. Congress would probably be happy to do so. 


The question will be where to place the heavier burdens 


to offset the lifting of excises. No bright suggestions have 
yet been heard. 


With the 1949-50 deficit expected to be around $5,000,- 


000,000 to $7,000,000,000, no one imagines we can risk mak- 
ing the situation worse by a further flat reduction in gov- 
ernment income. 


It may be argued that many of the excises are unwise 


and perhaps even unfair. For all anyone knows, the presi- 
dent might agree. But in the face of constantly mounting 
fin*»«al demands, he sees no course but to hang onto the 
revenues now pouring in. 


When the war ended, informed guesses were putting the 


country's postwar budget at around 520,000,000,000 a year. 
It never even came close to that relatively low level. And 
now it's hitting up at about the $46.000,000,000 mark. 


Naturally tax policies dreamed up at war's end had to 


undergo revision to meet this unforeseen burden. So the ex- 
cises, along with steep corporate and personal income taxes, 
have stayed on the books. 


Still, the excise program deserves careful review next 


year, even if election year politics inevitably will become 
entwined in the issue. Taxes definitely designed for a lim- 
ited period should not be allowed to take on permanent 
character. Especially when there is danger they may do real 
harm in fields like rail transportation, which is now suffer- 
ing considerably from a postwar travel decline. 


Excises should be on the 1950 congressional agenda. 


Among improved devices for use with combustion en- 


gines is a lubricating oil purifier which will filter the oil and 
heat it to a point where such liquid impurities as gasoline, 
kerosene and water will be vaporized and driven off.

Doctors Advice Necessa 
In All Cases of Bad Burns

The best treatment for bums, of 


cour&e, is to prevent them. A burn 
Is merely an injury to the surface 
of the skin or the tissues just be- 
low the km caused by contact with 
heat. If the heat is moist, rather 
than dry, it is called a scald. 


Burns are usually classified into 


three varieties, depending on the 
depth of the burn. In first-degree 
burns there's reddening of the skin 
only such as seen in mild sunburn. 
In second-degree bums, besides 
reddening, there is actual blister- 
Ing of the skin. Finally, in third- 
degree burns, not only the skin it 
self but the tissues lying beneath 
it are burned and charred. 


for minor bums there are se- 


veral excellent ointments, some 01 
them containing substances which 
reduce the pain. These, however 
should not be used frequently or 
on large surfaces, as they ma; 
produce undesirable effects. 


DOCTOR NEEDED 


In severe burns, which include 


second-degree bvims covering a 
considerable skin area, and all 
third-degree burns, the advice of 
a physician is always needed. 


Until the physician comes, cer- 


tain things should be done if the 
burn is to have proper treatment. 
Clothing should be removed by 
cutting it away. If it sticks to the 
burned flesh it should be cut 
around and the peces which are 
stuck shoud be left as they are.

cloths soaked :n tannic acid solu- 
tion or stron; tea, can be applied 
to the burned area. 


Greases, oils or ointments should 


never be placed on large burned 
surfaces. They are d.."ficult to re- 
move, may cause pain, and may 
make it impossible for the physi- 
cian to do what is most desirable. 
Iodine should never be applied to 
a burn.
